Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-7 and 19-36 are allowed.

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.104(e) and MPEP 1302.14, the following is and Examiner's 
statement for allowance: The prior arts do not teach the invention, as claimed, such that updated 
legacy host screen information is based on asynchronously generated information formatted for a 
character terminal of a host legacy system as part of terminal emulation provided between the 
client application and the host legacy system (see Applicant's arguments advanced in paper filed 
November 28, 2003 and September 1, 2004). 

The Examiner considers the applicants claims 1-7 and 19-36 to be allowable based on the 
claim interpretation and prior arts.
